In some instances cutting has 
been done even though grain has been 
on the green side, the farmers inclin- 
ing to the belief that there is more 
risk in leaving the crop standing and 
having it frozen than in any shrink- 
age that might take place when cut 
before it is ripe; By the end of this 
weck threshing should be fairly gen- 
eral and out turns will reveal the 
true conditions as to damage from 
rust, hail and frost. It is generally 
conceded that in spite of these ad- 
verse influences, the crop will be a 
very satisfactory one, particularly in 
Alberta, Cutting of corn and sun- 
flowers and filling silos has cau 
ed. The run on cattle on local mark- 
ets has fallen off during the week due 
to harvest activities. In Manitoba, 
65 per cent. of wheat crop has already i 
been cut and 45 to 55 of coarse grains. 
Little threshing has been’ done but 
this should be general before the end 
of this week. in certain localities 
some fields of quite green crops are to 
be seen, but a few days of good weath- 
er will see it ready for the binder, 
Early sown :wheat is generally fair, 
Later sown has in many instances 
suffered from rust damage and the 
Durum wheats some lodging account 
of heavy rains, Barley on the whole 
is a good crop. Hay has been har- 
vested in good condition, but rain did 
some damage to the later cuts. Pas-j 


condition, Seventy to seventy-five per 
cent of the wheat is in stook in Sask- 
atchewan and fifty to sixty per ceat 
of other grains, There is a shortage 
of harvest help in some localities. So 
far few threshing outfits are so far 
Threshing should be gen- 
eral everywhere in Alberta by to- 
morrow. Slight frost on the night of 
the seventh over southwest Alberta 
was enough in most localities to af- 
fect garden foliage and in some dis- 
tricts sufficiently heavy to endanger 
late wheat. Thirty-five to forty per 
cent cutting has been done in Southern 
Alberta, thirty to thirty-five per cent 
in Central districts and forty to fifty 
per cent in Northern portions of the 
province, Very few threshing out, 
turns yet received, but such as are 
reported indicate encouraging yields 
and grades. Land is in excellent con- 
dition for sowing of fall rye, but com- 
paratively little seeding has yet start- 
ed. Sugar beet crop is an excellent 
one. Cold wet weather in many dis- 
tricts of British Columbia has held up 
harvesting and fruit shipping activi- 
ties. Conditions are now favorable, 
plenty of moisture will carry the crops 
through the balance of the season. 
Transparent and Duchess apples have 
mostly moved and crab apples, pears 
and Wealthies are commencing. All 
fruits are sizing up well as there is 
ample moisture in the soil. Ensilage 
corn is a good crop and fodder of all 
kinds is plentiful. Farmers are now 
cutting their third crop of alfalfa 
which is yielding well. Tobacco in 
the Okanagan {s satisfactory crop, but 
harvesting has been slow on account 
of recent heavy rains.

Toronto, Sept. 9.— Wheat with 
double chaff, to protect it against ear- 
ly frosts in Western Canade, is urged 
by Hon, W. R. Motherwell, minister 
of agriculture, who spoke on Sask- 
atchewan day at the Canadian Nation- 
al Exhibition yesterday, The breeding 
of wheat with a double chaff, he 
thinks, is quite within the range of 
possibility, 


“For a cold night you put on an 
overcoat,” he asserts, “I see no reason 
why we should not put an overcoat on 
our wheat to protect it against early 
frost.” 

First, the ripening period would 
have to be reduced to a minimum and 
then, with a coat of double chaff, the 
Saskatchewan wheat could be im- 
mune to devastating cold,

Infantile Paralysis or Acute Poliomyletis 


Information on Disease Contained in Bulletin Issued from Provincial Health Depart- 
ment by Deputy Minister Dr. Malcolm M. Bow at Edmonton for Instruction of Parents 


The use of the term “infantile par- 
alysis” is somewhat misleading, be- 
cause although nincty-five per cent. 
of these cases occur in children under! 
ten years, persons up to forty or fifty, 
years of age may develop the disease, 
In rural communities a larger per- 
centage of adults are affected during 
an epidemic; but there is a more im-| 
portant objection to the use of the 
word “paralysis,” for fifty per cent. | 
(some authorities say eighty per cent.) | 
of cases of acute Poliomyelitis do not 
develop paralysis, That means that 
during the early art of an epidemic, | 
before parents and doctors are on 
their guard, there are from one to 
four unrecognized potentially danger- 
ous cases of Poliomyelitis present in 
the community for every case that is 
recognized, 

First Attack Gives Immunity 

It is sometimes said that as a rule, 
only one child in a family develops 
the disease, This statement may be! 
true so far as the paralytic cases are | 
concerned, but careful inquiry 


will | 
usually elicit the information that 
other members of the family about the. 
same time suffered from some sys-. 
temic disturbance. In other words, 
they have had an attack of the abortive , 
type of Acute Poliomyelitis, ‘Persons’ 
who have had the disease of either or 
any type are in almost every instance! 
immune, though second ‘attacks of the 
disease are known to have occurred, | 


The disease affects all races and all, 
parts of the world, but is more prev: 
alent in colder ciimates, Although } 
is a disease most common amongst 
children, almost no age is exempt. The 
robust child falls a victim as readily 
as the delicate child, The highest in- 
cidence of this disease occurs he, 
tween the month of May and the 
month of November.. In epidemics 
affecting rural communities, the dis- 
ease appears to show a greater degree 
of infectivity. This is probably due 
to the fact that persons living in the 
country are léss likély to be immune 
through contact or through unrecog- 
nized cases than in the city dweller, 

Caused by Germs 

Poliomyelitis is believed to be caus- 
ed by a-virus which passes through a 
filter capable of retaining such germs 
as those causing typhoid fever, diph. 


theria, cercbro-spinal fever and the 
like, It can be recovered from the se- 
cretions from the nose and throat 
after having been exposed on hand- 
kerchiefs and other similar things: 
that have been handled or otherwise 
contaminated by a patient. It has also 
been found in the dust in rooms oc- 
cupied by Poliomyelitis patients. The 
virus may also be present in the in- 
testinal secretions, 

We believe that it is communicated 
from person to person in the secre- 
tions from the air passages, especially 
the nose and throat, either directly 
by sneezing, coughing, or speaking, 
or indirectly through contaminated 
objects such as handkerchiefs, eating 
utensils, and probably by flies and 
other insects. The recently recovered 
victim of cither a recognized or un- 
recognized case and the healthy car- 
rier are undoubtedly responsible for 
much of the transmission of the dis- 
ease, 

Incubation Period 

The incubation period, that is, the 
interval between the time of exposure 
of.a susceptible person and the outset 
of the symtoms during which interval 
the virus is multiplying and is invad- 
ing the system, appears to be under 
ten days, with an average of about six 
days, 

In the sporadic cases, the first evi- 
dence of illness is usually paralysis, 
but in the epidemic form there are 
usually two phases—the first giving 
evidence of a general infection. There 
may be fever, nausea, vomiting and 
headache, Quite commonly the pa- 
tient suffers from inflammation of the 
upper air passages, manifested by 
sneezing, coughing and sore throat. 
Others may show only a passing in- 
disposition. Another group may show 
signs of a gastro-intestinal disturb- 
ance, vomiting, diarrhoea accompanied 
by some fever. ‘In some instances the 
patient is markedly irritable. Pain in 
the back of the neck and stiffness and 
tenderness of the spine are common, 
During this stage a useful and final 
diagnosis can be made only by an ex- 
amination of the spinal fluid, 

In fifty to elghty per cent. of the 
cases the disease ends with this 
phase, In the remaining cases which 
develop symptoms of inyolyement of 


\ 


the nervous system, there is an in- 
terval varying from a few hours to 
several days, during which the pa- 
tient appears to be considerably im- 
proved. 

Nerve Cells Damaged 

Then there appear the symptoms 
which show that the central nervous 
system has been invaded. Three the- 
ories are advanced as to the mechan- 
ism by which the nerve cells are dan- 
aged, The blood suply of the cells in 
the affected area is diminished through 
the increase of.pressure caused by the 
inflammatory process. This same pres- 
sure is destructive to the nerve cell. 
The toxication of the virus is also 
blamed for the cell destruction, It is 
most probable that all three actions 
are combined. 

Quite frequently at the onset of this 
stage, there are some involuntary 
twitchings, but of course the most 
striking feature is the development of 
paralysis. A leg may be affected or 
both legs, or a leg and an arm, Again 
there may be only one group of 
muscles affected. The paralysis may 
be progressive, one group of muscles 
after another becoming involved, but 
as a rule after paralysis has appeared 
‘if there is no increase in six to 
twelve hours, no further advance is 
expected.” The extent of the extern- 
al manifestations is of course indica- 
tion of the extent of the involvement 
of the central nervous system. 

Hyper sensitiveness of the skin of 
the affected limb is frequently noted 
and pain in various parts of the body 
is @ common accompaniment. 

General Precautionary Measures 

Keep children away from crowds, 
Allow them to play outdoors as much 
as possible, but not in contact with 
large groups of children, Keep them 
by themselves as far as possible. 

Give children wholesome and easily 
digestible food, including plenty of 
milk and vegetables, Raw vegetables 
and fruit should be thoroughly washed 
before being eaten. Milk should be 
kept cold and carefully protected from 
flies, 

Children should be given a daily 
tub bath, and their clothing should be 
washed frequently, 

Children should have ample rost,

“the Dominion ‘Hit by Anglican 


Kingston, Ont., Sept. 10.—The re- 
cent substantial increase in number 
of divorces in Canada is the occasion 
of a special report by the Council of 
Social Service of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada, which will be pre- 
sented to the general synod meeting 
here September 12, outlining reme- 
dies, The report says in part:

frequent sermons and very definite 
instructions as to the sacredness, the 
purpose and permanence of the mar- 
riage relationship.”

Prevent Epidemic 

Owing to the occurrence in Wetas- 
kiwin on Monday evening of two cases 
of infantile paralysis, the Board .of 
Health held a meeting Monday even- 
ing and ordered that public and high 
schools, and Sunday schools in the 
city be closed until further notice. In 
addition to this all children sixteen 
years of age and under are debarred 
from attending the theatre or other 
public places and dancing will be pro- 
hibited. Children will not be per- 
mitted to gather in groups, and it is 
urged that they be kept apart insofar 
as it is possible to do so. 

The measures taken by the board 
are preventive only and all citizens are 
asked to give these regulations com- 
plete and loyal observance, as it is 
only by taking the strictest precau- 
tions that an epidemic of this dread- 
ed disease can be averted. 

While such regulations are import- 
ant, the most important of all is the 
co-operation of the parents. Above 
all, remember and observe three 
things, namely: 

“First—Keep your children in 
your own backyard, This !s 
safest for your own children and 
fairest for your neighbors, 

“Second—If your child shows 
any signs of sickness, call in your 
family doctor at once. 

“Third—As a preventive meas- 
ure, spray your children’s nose 
and throat several times a day 
with a mild disinfectant.” 

The health authorities have acted 
promptly and wisely. If the adults cat 
the community will co-operate and 
take every known precaution, the 


gpread of this serious disease may be] 


speedily checked.

OUR SCHOOLS 


Now that schcool has opened up for 


activities and interest in all lines 
connected wth school work. 

For several years past there has not 
been the interest shown in the school 
there should have been, and, as must 
naturally follow, results have not been 
as satisfactory -as they should have 
been. We refer more particularly to 
work in the higher grades. 

Where conditions such as this arise, 
parents and pupils are prone to place 
all the blame on the teacher and the 
teacher in turn blames the parents and 
pupils. But when the whole matter 
is boiled down to the fine point, it 
will be found that all three are some- 
what to blame. The teacher. because 
he has not worked in a manner to 
encourage the help and co-operation 
of the parents; the parents because 
they have shown interest only at or 
after examination time and the pupils 
because they have not grasped the 
seriousness of their situation at the 
proper time, 

_ Pupils who have reached high school 
sometimes act as though it was an 
insult to be referred to as children. 
They appear to think they are young 
men and young ladies, and want to be 
considered and treated-as such, As 
young ladies and young men _ they 
should realize that they are passing 
through the most important stage of 
their lives and they should take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity provided 
for them by their parents and the 
community. They should realize that 
if they are not children they have ar- 
rived at a stage when they should put 
off childish notions, and do a little 
work, thinking and acting for them- 
Selves. Otherwise, they should be 
content to still be classed as children 
and dealt with as such. 

As pupils attending school, no mat- 
ter whether they consider themselves 
grown-ups or children, they should re- 
alize that this is their time for school 
work and school work only. ‘There 
should be no place on their school day 
program for petting parties, street 
walking or dance halls. Their whole 
attention should be centred around 
thelr school studies and school ac- 
tivities. And in order to make this 
possible, officials, teachers and_par- 
ents can play a very important part. 

One way to make this possible is 
by forming a parent-teachers associa: 
tion, when both can get together peri- 
odically to talk over school conditions 
and formulate plans to keep parents, 
pupils and teachers in closer touch 
with each other, Another way is for 
parents to make periodical visits to 
the school; get well acquainted with 
the teachers of their children and find 
out what they can do to help both 
teacher and pupil. Still another way 
is for parents—by frequent talks with 
their children—to keep well posted 
on what is going on at the school.

Any- 
one will admit that she is sadly over- 
worked the year around, especially 
so at this time of the year with two 
or more extra men to cook for in. ad- 
dition to the work of preserving and 
pickling as well as fall sewing for 
the school children. There {is fully 
work enough for two or three pair 
of hands, yet the farm wife, like the 
farmer himself, has only one pair to 
do everything with, We know well 
that domestic help is so scarce in this 
country that it is impossible to find 
help to hire at any price during har. 
vest and threshing and even in case 
of illness, The few that are go to 
town in preference, even though the 
pay is less, because they can go to 
shows every night, walk on the side- 
walk whenever they leave the door 
and get up late in the morning. In 
the country one can get the required 
eight hours rest and be up at five 
o’clock in the morning and feel fit. 

I hope you will encourage a great 
number of good honest, domestic 
girls to come over here also, not just 
to-marry all the old bachelors, but 
to help we farm women. And I, for 
one, can essure them they will be 
treated (not mis-treated) as a mem- 
ber of the family, that is, with due 
respect and kindness. I believe they 
will find the average farm home like 
this. Anyway, there is ample choice 
so a girl need not stay in a home 
that is uncongenial to her. Also, I 
would like to assure the farm wives 
that they need have no fear in tak- 
ing a girl of foreign language in her 
home as they speak English quickly.

children showing any evidence of a 
departure from normal health should 
be carefully watched and isolated. It 
is urgent that prompt medical atten- 
tion should be given in all cases, 


The abortive or very mild types of 
the disease which recover in a few 
days without any paralysis, and the 
carriers who harbor the virus of the 
disease in the nose and throat but do 
not develop the disease, are now 
known to be the most important fac- 
tors in the spread of infection and 
render the control of the disease an 
extremely difficult problem. 

In patients suffering from the dis- 
ease, careful attention should be giv- 
en to the prompt disinfection of all 
nose, throat and bowel discharge, and 
to articles soiled therewith, 

When the disease is prevalent all 
children known to be ill and not re- 
ceiving medical attention should be 
reported to the local board of health. 

The quarantine period in Poliomye- 
litis is three weeks from the onset of 
the infection. Exposed children of 
the household and adults of the house- 
hold whose vocation brings them into 
contact with children, or who are food 
handlers, should be quarantined for 
14 days from last exposure to a recog: 
nized case.

“When did you see bacteria under a 
microscope?” queried his friend, 

“You remember the winter | worked 
in dmonton hauling coal?” asked 
George, “Well, there as a medical 
student from the university rooming 
at the same place as fo was, THe told 
me he worked as a cream grader in 
the summers between his courses, and 
we vol to talking over the causes of 
different bad flavors in cream, He 
told me that bacteria caused sour 
tale, cheesy and bitter flavors, while 
yeasts caused yeasty flavor. — told 
him Td dike to pet a look at some of 
these lithhe rascals that had been rob- 
bing me of pood money on my cream 
checks, so he said he would fix things 
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t : abdominal walls, The breast ‘is 


for me to see some of them, as he had 
a microscope in his room. 

“The next night he brought home 
two samples of milk, One was nice 
and sweet, while the other had soured, 
Then he smeared a little from each Jar 
on different ends of a glass slide, and 
after staining it a blue color, he put it 
under the microscope. We looked at 
the fresh milk first, and hunted quite 
a while before we found one of those 
bacteria. Even though it was magni- 
fied a thousand times under the micro- 
scope, it was still so small I had alld 
could do to make out its shape, But 
when we looked at the sour milk 
smear, we didn’t have to hunt for bac- 
teria! They were there by the mil- 
lions We kept the fresh milk a couple 
of days until it soured, and when we 
then examined it, it was just like the 
first lot, crowded with these tiny bac- 
teria, 

“lf that were the case, how would 
these milk companies in the cities be 
able to deliver sweet milkc the morn- 
ing after a thunderstorm?” he asked, 

“ ‘Search me!’ [ said, ‘I never 
thought of that before, But what really 
makes the difference? Our milk on 
the farm nearly always turns sour 
when chere is a thunderstorm,’ 

“well, said the student, ‘these 
bacteria are something like a wheat 
plant, They have to have the right 
food, moisture and a suitable temper- 
ature to make good growth. Milk 
makes the finest food for them, as 
well as for calves and kiddies, so if 
we are to check their growth we must 
make the temperature too low for 
them, ‘Ihe city milk plants cool their 
milk down to 45 deg, after pasteuriz- 
ing it to destroy disease germs, and ft 
stiys at that temperature until itis 
delivered, On the other hand, milk on 
the farm is seldom cooled below 60 
deg. and at that temperature ft will 
curdle in half the time it takes at 45 
deg. Thunderstorms come on hot 
days; the higher temperature allows

left with drops of water inside, the 
bacteria would grow ever so much 
faster than if they were left dry. He 
sald one of the best ways to dry them 
wag to drive strong stakes into the 
ground fn front of the milk house, and 
simply up-end the scalded cans and 
pails on these. They would dry then 
without getting any dust into them. 

“Next to the pails and cans and 
things, he said the little bits of dried 
manure from the cow’s coat carried 
the most bacteria into the milk. He 
said the time spent in cleaning a milch 
cow meant money in the pocket of the 
farmer, 

Have a Cooling Tank 

“Another time I asked him the best 
way to cool cream down low enough 
that the bacteria would be pretty well 
checked, He said to separate into a 
small pail sitting in a larger one filled 


broken down with a club and the 
wings are locked in the usual man- 
ner, with the tips across the back. 
This locking also holds the toes of 
the bird, which have been brought 
forward by squatting the carcass. 
The birds are then cooled, shaped, 
packed in baskets between alternate 
layers of straw, and shipped to mar- 
ket. They are exposed for sale 
either on counters or suspended by 
the head from hooks. Almost  in- 
variably they are exposed with the 
back to the purchaser.’ The locking 
of the toes in the wings makes it 
possible to hang them up without 
destroying the flat-backed 
ance, 

Another method of French prepara- 
tion, which is also used to some ex- 
tent in Italy, is the sewing of the 
birds in cloth. After the bird has 
been killed, picked, drawn, the breast; 
broken down, and the legs locked in 
the wing, the whole carcass is wrap- 
ped in a specially shaped cloth, 
which is drawn very tight and sewed. 
The birds are then placed on shelves 
for cooling. This cooling process is 
hastened by sprinkling the cloths 
with water, thus cooling by evapora- 
tion. 

The cloths sometimes remain upon 
the birds until they go to the retailer, 
where they are removed and returned 
to the original shipper. More often 
the cloths are removed from -the car- 
casses upon leaving the farm, and the 
birds are packed in hampers with al- 
ternate layers of straw and are so 
shipped. By sewing the warm carcas- 
ses in these cloths the birds are made 


to look especially compact after cool-|. 


ing, the wings and legs being com-

Air mail service betweon Winnipeg 
and Fargo, North Dakota, has been 
inaugurated and the first’ mail for 
Winnipeg from the United States ar- 
rived recently, : 


MOISTENING POSTAGE STAMPS 
WITH TONGUE DANGEROUS 


The Shorthorn bull, King of the 
Fairles, recently sold from the Can--, 
adian ranch of H. R. H. the Prince 
of Wales to a United States breeder, 
again won the premier prize at tho 
Calgary Exhibition. 


The postage stamp, that little but 
most important article in our civiliza- 
tion,, bids fair to present a serious 
sanitary problem. Bacteria have been 
found on nearly all postage stamps 
bought loose in the open market, ac- 
cording to a number of recent micro- 
scopic examinations made, 


Evidences of the renewal of inter- 
est of Old Country investors in West- 
ern Canada are seen in a number 
of recent transactions recorded at 
Winnipeg, including the proposed 
erection of three motion picture 


houses by means of English capital, The germs were found adhering to 


the gummed side of the stamps and 
the majority of the organisms were 
classified as possessing the possibility 
of producing pathogenic conditions, 


We have our pure food laws and our 
pure drug laws We have done away 
with the common drinking cup nuis- 
ance and put the paper cup in its 
place. The old style roller towel has 
made room for, individual sanitary, 
paper towels, But although millions 
of stamps are distributed every week 
they are pawed over by clerks, finger 
soiled, drawér soiled and counter 
soiled several times before they reach 
the user’s tongue to be moistened and 
stuck on a letter or ackage. 

In one of the investigations made, 
fifly stamps were bought at random 
in the open market of accommodat- 
ing stores. Twenty out of the fifty 
stamps contained germ colonies too 
numerous to calculate. The remain- 
ing thirty stamps housed anywhere 
from one to thirty-four colonies of 
bacteria, 

The report of the examination goes 
on to say that it is exceedingly danger- 
ous to lick postage stamps, because 
most of the stamps are bacteria- 
laden and under favorable conditions 
might easily convey pathogenic types, 
especially colon, diphtheria and tu- 
bercle bacilli, 

In the opinion of a prominent 
Health Commissioner: “Licking 
stamps may be the first step toward 
a tuberculosis camp. Miilions of peo- 
ple moisten stamps. with _ their 
tongues and these stamps may have 
been shoved across a soiled counter 
or torn off with dirty fingers an in- 
stant before. In view of the fact that 
here are thousands of sufferers from 
tuberculosis and other diseases, these 
seemingly insignificant acts are 
fraught with grave danger,” 


Mederic Beauperant, when clear- 
ing his farm south of Verner on the

Experiments in rust prevention by 
means of spraying chemical over 
wheat fields from airplanes is about 
to be tried out in Manitoba, under 
the direction of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment Department of Agriculture. 
The chemical used is merely sulphur 
in a collodial state, technically 
known as “Cola.” It is said that 
one ‘plane can treat 6,000 acres a 
day, flying at a height of 50 feet. 
The machine will carry 700 lbs. of 
chemical in the mechanical spraying 
apparatus.
